Men who bo lt 
their fo o d, who put their saliva o ut o f 
business, are drug sho p chasers and 
« lo w suicides.” 
In answer to inquiries addressed to 
o ne hundred and fifty leading phy si­ 
cians in this co untry , 98 per cent, o f 
these phy sicians said that chewing o f 
fo o d was au impo rtant facto r to wards 
go o d health, and that the bo lting o f 
fo o d frequently caused 
cancer,

and chew their fo o d pro perly . Naturs 
has placed the teeth In o ur mo uth fo r 
n very valuable purpo se.
